They Are Needed 


There is no question but that there is seri- 
ous need for hospitals in many rural and de- 
pression-struck areas. That is a condition ex- 
istent for many, many years. Hospitals, of 
course, are not the only need, but it is difficult 
to conceive of a greater one. 

The bill introduced in the senate under the 
joint sponsorship of Senators Wagner, of New 
York, and George, of Georgia, would appro- 
priate $10,000,000 for the construction of small 
hospitals in such sections as described above. 
Bernard M. Baruch, the New York financier, 
has recently added his indorsement of the 
plan, basing his approval on his boyhood ob- 
servations when, the son of a country doctor, 
he lived in South Carolina. 

It must always be remembered, however, that 
the need for hospitals is oniy one facet of a 
greater problem. That is, the need for better 
conditions of living, generally. If sufficient, 
proper food, sanitation -facilities, better water 
supplies and healthier homes could be provid- 
ed for all the people, there would be a tre- 
mendous decrease in the types of disease which 
call for hospitalization. 

A vast proportion of cases which already 
come to the clinics and hospitals are caused, 
primarily, by malnutrition and hardship. Do 
away with these, and you immediately cut in 
two the need for hospitals. 

Yet the Wagner-George bill is 
worthy enough for enactment even under pres- 
ent conditions of legislative economy.

Supreme Court Rules 
Monopoly Does Not AI- 
low Dealer Control. 


WASHINGTON, March 25.—() 
In a far-reaching decision, 
Supreme ruled today 
patent-owners may extend 
their legal monopoly
